well (I Sam. 16:14-23): Oh, what 
power there is in Spirit-filled 
music to bless the heart and bring 
people to noble decisions and to 
faith and joy! 

You see, the fullness of the 
Spirit goes with glad gospel songs. 
The right kind of singing tends 
toward the attitude of heart in 
which the Spirit of God can come 
upon His people in power. And 
the fullness of the Spirit encour- 
ages always the best in sweet 
music. 


Spiritual Music Helps in Holy 
Decisions 

Years ago I preached in a re- 

vival campaign in a town forty 

miles southwest of Fort Worth, 

‘Texas. B. B. McKinney, now music 

editor of Southern Baptist S. S. 


‘Board, blessed and anointed song 
yriter, led the singing for the ser- 


vices. He and I were guests in the 
same home. But in the midst of 


the revival, when great crowds at- 
tended and many were being: sav- 
ed, I was stricken with tonsil- 
litis. My fever mounted high, my 
throat was ‘sore, it seemed im- 
possible to preach. I prayed much 
and was able to preach that night, 
but the next day my fever rose 
high again and my inflamed throat 
made it seem impossible for me to 


go on with the revival services. 


Brother McKinney and the pastor 
and I prayed together. Then I said 
to my beloved brother: 

“Brother Mac, if you. will sing 
for me I'll trust the Lord and I 
believe He will give me faith to 
get well. Sing Paul Rader’s chorus, 
‘Only Believe.’ ” 

McKinney sang it sweetly, and 
with the blessing of God upon it. 

“Sing it again!” I said. 

Again he sang. 


“Only believe, only believe; 

All things are possible, only be- 
lieve; 

Only believe, only believe; 

All things are possible, only be- 
lieve.” 


My heart reached out in faith 
for God. I said to Brother Mac, 
“Sing it again, please!” And he 
sang it again. 

Over and over in our room to- 
gether that good man of God sang 
the chorus and I prayed. After 


| some long time the blessed Spirit 


of God gave me assurance that our 
prayer was heard. And sure e- 
nough, before the day was gone my 
fever was gone also. I went to the 
pulpit, preached with ease and 
with great power that night and 
many were saved, and thank God 
I was not hindered more during 
that campaign by my_tonsillitis. 


This is only an illustration that 
God’s Holy Spirit has an affinity 
for sweet music and that we ought 
to use his holy means of grace and 
means of blessing to stir hearts, to 
help people to trust in Christ, to 
help Christians to lay all on the 
altar. 

It is this divinely-given prin- 
ciple that leads us to have an 
invitation song when we urge sin- 
ners to step out and claim Christ 
as Saviour. How many millions 
of people have found Christ as 
they sang some of these blessed 
invitations like 


“I will arise and go to Jesus, 
He will embrace me in His 
arms; 
In the arms of my dear Saviouk 


Oh, there are, ten..thousgand 
charms.” eal We ea ee 
Or, 


“Just as I am, without one plea, 
But that Thy blood was shed 
for me, 
And that Thou bidd’st me come to 
Thee, 
O Lamb of God, I come! 


Others have come to Christ as 
they sang “Almost Persuaded,” or 
“IT Am Resolved “No Longer to 
Linger,” or “If You Are Tired of 
the Load of Your Sin, Let Jesus 
Come Into Your Heart.” Singing 
in the Spirit, with the moving of 
the Spirit of God upon hearts, 
helps in an invitation. 


How careful we ought to be that 
the singing in all of our services 
pleases. God. The idea of hiring 
worldly and even’ unconverted 
people to sing God’s praises in the 
public services is abhorrent to the 
spiritual mind. Special music is 
good, provided the singers are 
filled with the Holy Spirit. In the 
public song service there ougnt 
to be a constant stress on 
the fact that one cannot proper- 
ly sing praises to Christ who 
does not love Him with all 
the heart, and who does not have 
the Spirit of God singing in the 
heart. It is as much a work of the 
Holy Spirit to help people sing 
as it is to help the preacher preach 
or—to help the personal soul win- 
ner deal with a sinner. 

Many times in a night of prayer 
I have found it wise to start a 
little seng or ‘a chorus which has 
a pleading note of prayer. Some- 
times people can pray all the bet- 
ter when the words of the prayer 
have music. Whether it is “Out of 
My Bondage, Sorrow and Night, 
Jesus I Come, Jesus I Come,” or 
“Have Thine Own ‘Way, Lord, 
Have Thine Own Way” or “Where 
He Leads Me I Will Follow,” or 
the chorus, “Spirit of the Living 
God, Fall Fresh on Me,” we ought 
to let the blessed Holy Spirit use 
music in all of our churches to 
bring people to decision, to bring 
people to faith, to bring people to 
surrender—both the saints of God 
who need some forward step in 
the Christian life, some victory, 
some help, and the lost sinner who 
needs to come to Christ for salva- 
tion. 


Great Gospel Music Comes 
From Great Revivals 

It is a striking thing that nearly 
all the great gospel music was 
written in times of great revival. 
Think of the Charles Wesley and 
Isaac Watt hymns which we con- 
nect with the Wesleyan revivals. 
Think of the music of Ira D. San- 
key, P. P. Bliss and others collect- 
ed in the books used in the great 
Moody revivals and still much used 
in England and Canada. Remem- 
ber the Torrey-Alexander revivals 
and the great music that came out 
of those revivals collected now 
principally in the Tabernacle 
Hymns, No’s 1 to 4 and other books 
put out by Tabernacle Publishing 
Company. Remember the Charles 
H. Gabriel and B. D. Ackley songs 
and ‘all the others collected by 
Rodeheaver ‘and Hall-Mack, which 
grew out of the Billy we cam- 
paigns. 

It is time again for us to pray 
that God will anoint song writers. 
It is time for great soul-winning 
preachers to give their attention to 
the writing of poems for gospel 
songs. These are the beginning days 
of great revival. There is great 
need for Spirit-filled song leaders, 
men as dedicated, as unselfish, as 
full of faith and zeal for souls as 
the evangelists. May God lay His 
hand on many a young man who 
reads this and lead him out into

be glad to do so, but I will not 
take the responsibility of joining 
you for life to a man who is not 
a Christian.” 

She found another minister and 
was married according to pro- 
gramme. Within a year she was a 
heartbroken bride and came to the 
pastor saying, “O Pastor, if I had 
only known!” She might better 
have said, “If I had only obeyed,” 
for she did know. What she lacked 
was a disposition to obey. 

How dare young people estab- 
lish their homes without Christ 
and assume the awful responsi- 
bility of parenthood without God! 
Better send an ocean liner out on 
the Atlantic without rudder or 
compass, a certain prey to the 
storms, than to start a home and 
bring children into this life with- 
out Christ in the home. 


I speak that I do know. The 
first wedding ceremony I perform- 
ed was between a Christian young 
woman and an unsaved man. I 
knew I should not marry them, 
but I did not Rave the courage of 
the pastor just mentioned. I mar- 
ried them. Six-months afterwards 
I saw that young woman stand 
up in a public service in her 
church, and with tears in her eyes 
and a broken heart she told how 
her life was ruined by her diso- 
bedience to God. She said she had 
asked God to forgive her, and now 
she asked the church to forgive 
her—and they did. But she said 
her life was ruined because she 
was tied up for life to a drunk- 
ard! 

If a young woman cannot in- 
fluence a young man to accept 
Jesus Christ before marriage how 
does she expect to do it after- 
wards? Imagine a girl marrying a 
man to reform him. Poor, silly 
thing! He would not marry you to 
reform you. To all young women 
contemplating such a step I com- 
mend the advice of Dr. Mahood: 
“Tf you are going to marry a man 
to reform him, you should first 
take in washing for two or three 
months in order to get used to 


what is coming later on.” 


Whenever I enter a home where 
only one heart beats true to Jesus 
Christ, I always see hanging over 
the doorway of that home the 
dark shadow of eternal separation. 
Oh, what a tragedy! Wife on one 
side of the cross, Husband on the 
other; Mother on one side, Son 
on the other; Sister on one side, 
Brother on the other.

What a cloud upon the sunshine 
of the home! If that cloud rests 
on your home, my friend, I en- 
treat you let the Son of God dis- 
pel it this very hour. To have a 
home like Heaven, begin right. 


2. Open Your Home to 
Jesus Christ 


Zaccheus’ home was like Heaven 
that day because Jesus was there 
and welcome; and if you open the 
door of your home to Jesus Christ, 
He will come in and make it heav- 
enly. During the last week of the 
earthly life of the Son of God, in 
the storm that was gathering a- 
round Him and which every day 
seemed to grow blacker, there was 
one star that shone out in the 
darkness, and that star was a 
home in the little town of Bethany. 
We read that there was a woman 
named Martha who received Him 
into her house. When a universal 
hiss was going up against Him, 
there was one home that was open 
to Jesus Christ. Now it must have 
cost Martha something to do that. 
Jesus was very unpopular. Perhaps 
she lost social position. Perhaps 
they had to put some things out 
of the home before Jesus could 
come in. But they paid the price, 
they opened their home to Christ, 
and that home became a little bit 
of Heaven because of it.

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Candles are used all over the world, but there are no 


candles in Heaven. In Revelation 22:5 we are told, “They 
need no candle.” In many churches candles are used as a part 
of the religious service but the time is coming when candles 
will not be permitted in any church in the world. This is 
distinctly affirmed in Revelation 18:23. Candle light was the 
earliest artificial light spoken of in the Scriptures. In Job 
18:6 Bildad said, “His candle shall be put out with him.” 
Very often by sages and by poets human life has been com- 
pared to the burning of a candle. How beautifully Edward 
Henry Bickersteth described the ebbing of his own life as he 
dreamed the story. “The lamp that hung suspended in my 
chamber slowly paled and flickered in its socket.’ The burn- 


ing flame consumes the wax 


and as the taper wears down 


shorter and shorter we know that the end is near. So it is 
in life. The flame shines brightly but the life shortens and 
finally the candle flickers awhile, flutters, and sputters for a 
moment and then the light is extinguished for ever. This 
seems to be the thought that Bildad had in his statement. 


The candle is sometimes used 
as a type of the testimony of the 
life. Job seems to use it so in his 
‘book, chapter 21 verse 17. Often- 
times the wicked flourish. They 
develop great gifts for men. They 
shed light upon many important 
matters pertaining to human com- 
forts. They invent and devise 
means for human blessing. They 
neglect the light of life, Christ 
Jesus; their candle burns dim and 
they go out in the dark. 


David on the other hand uses 
the candle as a type of his own 
blessing and usefulness to men. 
So in Psalm 18:28 he said, “For 
thou wilt light my candle: the 
Lord my God will enlighten my 
darkness.” 


Candles are made in all sizes, 
shapes and colors. Strangely e- 
nough, no matter what color the 
candle is, the light is always the 
same color. Herein we see the 
beautiful ‘picture of the testimony 
of God’s people out of every comn- 
try, kindred and communit¥. The 
gospel story by the black man 
is just the same as that which 
is told by the white evangelist. 
The Chinese preacher gives the 
same sweet message of grace as 
the Hindu convert. The red man 
of the plains gives the same mes- 
sage as his black brother across 
the sea. No matter what the color 
of the candle, it is the same beau- 
tiful light of the gospel that shines 
forth. 

Very large candles are made 
with large wicks that they may 
give greater light. David Brainerd 
was such a candle and so was 
Carey, Hudson Taylor, Moore- 
house, Moody and Finney. God 
gave these men wide vision, a 
great grasp of His Word and a 
deep desire for lost souls. Other 
candles are smaller, they do not 
give out as great a light but in 
their measure they give out as 
good a light. There are wee tiny 
candles which are placed upon the 
Birthday Cake. Did not our Lord 
say, “Out of the mouths of babes 
and sucklings hast thou ordain- 
ed strength’? (Psa. 8:2). 


It is the heart of the candle 
that burns. We apply the match to 
the wick which is the very center 
of the candle. Our hearts, too, 
must be touched before we will 
give out light for men. Most ed- 
ucation does not touch the heart. 
Much of our Christian training in 
colleges and seminaries leaves the 
heart cold and unmoved. It is in 
the heart that the flame must be 
kindled if other lives are to find 
their way to the Savior’s feet. In 
shining for others, however, we 
shall consume ourselves. 

Do you remember that there 
were candles in the great banquet 
hall. where Belshazzar held his 
feast? The writing on the wall was 
against the candle sticks. God has 


always made sure that His mes- 
sage is placed where men can read 
it plainly. The candle is a human 
product. It is made by men’s 
hands. It was designed by men’s 
minds. It burns out with the using. 
God will have no candles in Heaven 
because in that blessed place the 
light of men’s minds is not need- 
ed, and the product of men’s 
brains are excluded. All the light 
of Heaven is that which emanates 
from Himself and from the Lamb. 


The candle and the broom are 
brought together, in Luke 15:8. 
The candle reveals the dirt and the 
broom cleans it out. The candle 
finds the coin and with the broom 
she drags it out from under the 
radiator. The candle has no virtue 
except to reveal. The candle may 
expose the dirt but the broom and 
the brush. and the mop are need- 
ed to.remove it. The “candle may 
shine upon-the~soiled hands or 


| face. but has no power nor efficacy 


for the cleansing of them. Men’s 
schemes and plans for the better- 
ment of the world are of this sort. 
Investigation committees are form- 
ed to investigate difficulty and 
troubles but the evil remains. 
Great foundations are established 
and much money invested for the 
purpose of ferreting out the causes 
of crime. The causes are discover- 
ed but humanity has no remedy for 
the trouble after it is exposed. 
There is only one antidote and 
preventative and remedy for the 
ravages of sin, the Lord Jesus 
by means of His Word and His 
Sacrifice at Calvary. The clean- 
up campaigns of men may be lik- 
ened to the polishing of the rail- 
ings on a sinking ship, or giving a 
brush and comb to a bald-headed 
man. 

Christ used the candle in Matt- 
hew 5:15 as a type of Christian 
testimony. Salvation is not a se- 
cret. It is not a blessing which we 
are to hide within our bosoms, 
nor to cover up with our business 
nor to secrete in our homes. Our 
profession and our confession are 
to be the means of turning many 
others to Christ and leading the 
feet of many into the narrow path 
of peace. The Lord said, “Let Your 
light so shine.” Your light is your 
own. No one else can shine like 
you do. No one else can say what 
you should say. No one else can 
give the testimony that should 
come from your lips. Be sure 
the wick is trimmed. Be sure the 
chimney is clean. Be sure the can- 
dle is in a prominent place where 
everyone can see the light. Christ 
would have His child as a dis- 
tinct outstanding testimony for 
His glory. Let us take advantage 
of the opportunity and_ shine 
brightly, not in a small corner, 
as the song says, but right out on 
open highways in the places of 
concourse. 7

.the field of gospel music, Spirit- 
filled singing in the power of God! 
In times of declension and when 
there are no great revivals, some 
people write songs and choruses; 
but they are not great revival 
songs. They are devotional songs 
with praise for Jesus, but they do 
not demand decision. Songs like 
“The Great Judgment Morning,” 
“Ye Must Be Born Again,” “I Sur- 
render All,’’ and “Where He Leads 
Me I Will Follow,’ come from 
Spirit-filled song writers with the 
revival burden, the soul-winning 
passion. We need songs that stir 
people to win souls, songs that 
call people to consecration, songs 
that plead with sinners to turn 
from sin and warn sinners of the 
dangers of delay and of judgment. 
When we have that kind of re- 
vival preaching in the mighty 
power of God, we will surely have 
that kind of songs written and 
sung. And as such songs are sung 
by Spirit-filled people, the revival 
will spread. 


Some candles are long and some 
are short. So the Lord permits 
some to shine just a short while, 
a few months or years, at best. 
Others are granted many years 
of happy useful ministry cover- 
ing a full generation.

no legacy you can leave your chil- 
dren that will be more of a bene- 
diction to them than the memory 
and influence of the altar in the 
home. You could as soon train 
up a rose in a coal cellar, as a 
child to be a Christian in a home 
where there is no Christ. 


And if God should take our 
children to Himself to adorn His 
heavenly home, what a comfort to 
know they will tell the Saviour we 
tried to influence them aright! 


“I shall never forget,” said Dr. 
Norman McLeod, “the impression 
made upon me during the first 
year of my ministry by a me- 
chanic whom I visited and on 
whom I had urged the pressing 
duty of family prayer. One day 
that man entered my study and 
bursting into tears he said, ‘You 
remember that girl, sir? She was 
my only child; she died this morn- 
ing. She has gone, I hope, to God. 
But if so, she can tell Him what 
now breaks my heart—that she 
mever heard a prayer in her 
father’s house or from her father’s 
lips. Oh, that she were with me 
but for one day again!’ ” 

How different from the experi- 
ence of a father of whom Moody 
wrote. His son had been sick for 
some time, and one day: when he 
came home to dinner he found his 


wife weeping. She said, “There has 


been a great change in our boy 
sincé morning and I am afraid he 
is dying: I wish you could go in 
and see him, and if you think he 
is, I wish you would tell him so, 
for I cannot bear to.” 

The father went in and sat down 
by the bedside, and as he saw that 
the icy hand of death was feeling 
for the cords of life, he said: “My 
son, do you know that you are dy- 
ing?” 

The little fellow looked up at 
him and said, “No, am I? Is this 
death that I feel stealing over me, 
Father?”’ | 

“Yes, my son, you are dying.” 

“Will I live the day out?” 

“No, you may die at any mo- 
ment.” 

He looked up at his father and 
said, “Well, I shall be with Jesus 
tonight, won’t I, Father?” 

And the father answered, ‘Yes, 
my boy, you will spend tonight 
with the Saviour.’ 

And the father turned away to 
hide the tears: but he saw the 
tears and said: “Father, don’t 
weep for me: when I get to Heav- 
en I will go straight to Jesus and 
tell Him that ever since I can re- 
member you have tried to lead me 
to Him.”

- tenth verse of our passage, we are 


just as distinctly told that we are 
created in Christ Jesus unto good 
works; that is, we did not en- 
ter the new creation through good 
works, but having been brought in- 
to this new creation by faith, it 
is now incumbent upon us, as 
obedient children, to walk in right- 
eousness before God, living in 


‘ good works which God has pre-

In I Corinthians, chapter 3, the 
apostle tells us of the testing 


“which evidently takes place at the 
‘ judgment-seat of Christ.

- verses 11 to 15:

If any man’s work shall be burned, 


he shall suffer loss: but he himself 
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believer is a workman building up- 
on the foundation already laid, 
which is Jesus Christ. His work 
may be according to the Spirit, 


likened unto gold, silver and costly 


stones, or according to the flesh, 
and likened unto wood, hay, stub- 
ble. The day of manifestation will 
reveal what is of God and what 
is not. For that work which abides 
reward will be given but that 
which does not abide will disap- 
pear in the cleansing fires of 
judgment, and for the wasted time 
the believer will suffer loss. His 
salvation, however, is not in ques- 
tion. He would not appear at this 
scene of testing if he were not 
already saved. The destruction of 
his works does not touch this 
question. Though everything 
should be burned up, he, himself, 
shall be saved, yet-.so as by fire. 


Another helpful passage in this 
connection is found in Hebrews 
10:35, 36: 


“Cast not away therefore your 
confidence, which hath great re- 
compense of reward. For ye have 
need of patience, that, after ye 
have done the will of God, ye 
might receive the promise.” 


It is to persons already saved 
that the exhortation comes: “Cast 
not away therefore your con- 
fidence, which hath great recom- 
pence of reward.” This same 
principle was true in olden times, 
for we read in chapter 11, of 
Israel’s great leader, that, 


“By faith Moses, when he was 
come to years, refused to be called 
the son of Pharaoh’s daughter; 
Choosing rather to suffer afflic- 
tion with the peopie of God, than 
to enjoy the pleasures of sin for 
a season; Esteeming the reproach 
of Christ greater riches than the 
treasures in Egypt; for he had 
respect unto the recompence of 
the reward.” 


There can be no question but 
that Moses was already a quicken- 
ed soul, a child of God, in whom 
justifying faith dwelt, when he 
made his great renunciation and 
gave up a throne for a wilderness 
tent, for his eye discerned and his 
heart was set upon the reward 
in eternal ages, reserved for the 
one who put the testimony of God 
before personal comfort and con- 
venience, 


A kindred verse 
Second John, verse 8: 


is found in 


“Look to yourselves, that we 
lose not those things which we 
have wrought, but that we receive 
a full reward.” 


No believer can T6sé his sal- 
vation, for that.is not-in his keep- 
ing. We are told this distinctly in 
John 10:27-29: 


“My sheep hear my voice, and 
I know them, and they follow me: 
And I give unto them eternal life; 
and they shall never perish, neith- 
er shall any man pluck them out 
of my hand. My Father, which 
gave them me, is greater than all; 
and no man is able to pluck them 
out of my Father’s hand.” 


But we may lose at least a 
portion of our reward. 

There are two verses in the 
Book of Revelation which fit to- 
gether beautifully in this connec- 
tion. In chapter 3:11 the Lord an- 
nounces His near return, saying: 


“Behold, I come quickly: hold 
that fast which thou hast, that no 
man take thy crown,” 


In chapter 22:12 He says: 


“And, behold, I come quickly; 
and my reward is with me, to give 
every man according as his work 
shall be.” 


These two verses make one 
thing very clear, which forms the 
basis of a most interesting and 
helpful study for our encourage- 
ment and warning. The reward 
spoken of in the latter passage 
is evidently synonymous with the 
crown of the other. 

Any one can readily see, by 


: turning to the word “crown” in a 


critical or analytical Bible Con- 
cordance, that there are two words

up the family altar in the home?

4. Offer Thanks at the Table 


In America there are some 
homes where they have neither 
time nor disposition to give thanks 
at the table to the Giver of all 
good things. Now, even a dog will 
wag his tail if you feed him,and 
a hog will grunt his thanks. And 
shall man be-behind the brute crea- 
tion in expression of gratitude? 
When heads are bowed around the 
table and thanks is given, we are 
conscious of the presence of Christ, 
our heavenly Guest. 


5. Let Love Reign 


Heaven can come to our homes 
only when it comes to our hearts. 
It is not the furniture that makes 
home like Heaven. It is not the 
pictures on the wall, nor the rugs 


so translated in the New Testa- 
ment. One is literally ‘‘diadem,”’ 
and refers to the regal circlet 
worn by a king or emperor. This 
is the word used in Revelation 12, 
13 and 19. In the first instance 
the Great Red Dragon, “that old 
serpent, which is the devil and 
Satan,’ is seen wearing seven 
diadems. He is the prince of this 
world. Then we see the wild-beast 
of chapter 13—the coming prince 
of Daniel 9—wearing ten diadems. 
This is Satan’s Man, who will some 
day arise and will accept the of- 
fer that our blessed Lord indig- 
nantly spurned when shown all the 
kingdoms of earth and promised 
their rulership if He would wor- 
ship the Adversary. In chapter 19 
the descending Lord Himself 
comes to take the kingdom, and 
“upon His head are many dia- 
dems.” He is to rule as King of 
kings and Lord of lords. 


The other word—“stephanos,”’ 
from which the name “Stephen” 
comes—is, literally, a_ victor’s 
wreath. It refers to the chaplet of 
laurel or other leaves placed up- 
on the brow of the triumphant 
athlete in the games of old, or 
the golden band worn upon the 
head of the victorious general as 
he marched in triumph through 
the city amid the plaudits of the 
people. Subject kings wore a 
crown of this character in con- 
trast to the imperial diadem. When 
the soldiery mocked Jesus they 
put upon Him a crown—or, steph- 
anos—of thorns, the fruit of the 
curse. Yet He was indeed the 
victor, even in the hour of His ap- 
parent defeat, and He is now 
“crowned with glory and honor,” 
as He sits at the right hand of 
the Majesty in the heavens. 


on the floor. It is love reigning 
in the heart. It is good to have 
Christ’s name on a card on the 
wall.” It is better to have Christ’s 
love and sympathy and tenderness 
in our hearts. In every home there 
should be kept two bears! Bear 
and forbear. Paul said, ‘Learn 
first to show piety at home,” and 
by patience with each other’s 
weakness, by sympathy and love, 
we can make our homes the dwel- 
ling place of Christ. 


And young people especially 
need to be reminded of this. Our 
life is such a whirl of business, 
and recreation, and church work, 
that we forget what we owe to 
our homes. 


A father, talking to his careless 
daughter, said, “I want to speak 
to you of your mother. It may be 
that you have noticed a careworn 
look, upon her face lately. Of 
course, it has not been brought 
there by any act of yours, still 
it is your duty to chase it away. 
I want you to get up tomorrow 
morning and get breakfast, and 
when your mother begins to ex- 
press her surprise, go right up to 
her and kiss her. You can’t im- 
agine how it will brighten her dear 
face. Besides, you owe her a kiss 
or two. Away back when you were 
a little girl she kissed you when 
no one else was tempted by your 
fever-tainted breath“ and swollen 
face. You were not so attractive 
then as now. And through those 
years of childish sunshine and 
shadows she was always ready 
to cure by the magic of a mother’s 
kiss the little, dirty, chubby hands 
whenever they were injured in 
their first skirmishes with this 
rough, cold world. And then the 
midnight kisses with which she 
routed so many bad dreams as 
She leaned over your restless pil- 
low have all been of interest these 
long years. Of course, she is not so 
pretty and kissable as you are, 
but if you had done your share 
of the. work during the last ten 
years, the contrast would not be 
so marked. Her face has more 
wrinkles than yours—far more— 
and yet if you were sick, that 
face would appear more beautiful 
than an angel’s as it hovered over 
you, watching every opportunity 
to minister to your comfort; and 
every one of those wrinkles would 
seem to be bright wavelets of 
sunshine chasing each other over 
the dear face. She will leave you 
one of these days. These burdens, 
if not lifted from her shoulders, 
will break her down. Those rough, 
hard hands that have done so 
many unnecessary things for you 
will be crossed upon her lifeless 
breast. Those neglected lips that 
gave you your first baby kiss will 
be closed forever, and those sad, 
tired eyes will have opened in e- 
ternity, and then you will appreci- 
ate your mother, but it will be too 
late.””

Have 
you turned away from His invi- 
tations? How have you been able 
to do this?”

“But God commendeth his love to- 
ward us, in that, while we were 
yet sinners, Christ died for us.” 


IL. The Calls of God 


Yes, I repeat: God has a thou- 
sand preachers for every sinner. 
He does not let men go down to 
Hell without calling unto them in 
a thousand ways to.repent of their 
sins and to believe }upon His Son. 

Every Bible is a preacher call- 
ing men to God. This Bible is 
God’s voice speaking unto you. 
Respect this Word. Listen to what 
it says, and respond to its invita- 
tion. Every page, every verse, ev- 
ery word is as a preacher calling 
to you to repent and to believe. 


Secondly, God calls in nature. 
No thinking person can live in 
this world without hearing the 
call of God through the world He 
made. The sun preaches to man. 
The changing seasons bring their 
message of life, death, and resur- 
rection. The darkness of night 
speaks of eternal darkness for men 
out of Christ.The intricate design 
of all things in this world speaks 
of the mighty hand of God and 
preaches to men that they should 
consider Him and prepare to meet 
Him some day. The voice of God 
calls from every blade of grass, 
from every wayside tree, from ev- 
ery bird flying through the air, 
from every bright flower. 


Thirdly, everyday happenings 
are preachers calling to sinners. 
An illness is a preacher pointing 
out the frailty of life and the need 
of divine help. The sickness of 
members of your family preaches 
to you of eternal things. Only this 


week a man told me of his con- 
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and ears, but the message is driven 
home just the same. When your 
baby died, it was God calling to 
you to repent and believe. When 
your mother went to be with the 
Lord, it was God’s voice speak- 
ing. When your dear wife or loved 
one was taken from your side, it 
was another preacher calling on 
you to repent and believe. God has 
a thousand preachers for every 
sinner. There is no way for you 
to escape here. You cannot plead 
ignorance. You cannot say, ‘‘No 
one spoke to me.” 


Fourth, the Holy Spirit is a 
preacher in this world unto sin- 
ners. It is the Holy Spirit who 
convicts men of sin and points to 
the Lamb of God. He works 
through every believer to your 
heart. He calls, He pleads, He con- 
victs, He does all He can to get 
you to be saved. 


Fifth, then, I cannot pass by 
the fact that God does call sinners 
by the ministry of men. We are 
prone to criticize the ministry, and 
to accuse. preachers of laziness and 
many other things, but we must 
still face the fact that God is 
calling to men through His min- 
isters. Enough gospel is preached 
in Chattanooga every Sunday to 
save every soul in the city. We 
need to thank God for consecrated 
preachers who take God’s call and 
walk God’s way, and call again 
and again to gainsaying men to 
repent and believe. 

And let it not be overlooked, as 
we think of sinners, surrounded 
by a thousand calls, God is using 
ordinary, everyday people to call 
out His message to a lost world. 
Sinners in Chattanooga get a little 
bit angry at the insistent work 
of our church. This does not dis- 
turb me in the least, for I know 
full well that there is coming a 
day when they will see the right 
of what we have done. In the past 
our people have gone out knock- 
ing on doors, witnessing to the lost. 
We mean to continue this work 
and to extend it to every part of 
our city, and to every person who 
lives within reach of this church. 
We are not discouraged by rebuffs, 
closed doors, hard faces. It is our 
business to give God’s call. It is 
up to sinners to accept or reject. 


Yes, a thousand preachers for 
every sinner. O sinner, will you 
hear God's call? 


III. The Rejection of Men 


“Because I have called, and ye 
refused; I have stretched out my 
hand, and: no man regarded.” 


Here is love and mercy rejected. 
God calls and stretches out His 
arms. He pleads with men to come 
and take the water of life. But, 
sinners. push away the divine hand, 
stop their ears, and refuse. 


“Ye refused.” This is what sin- 
ners are doing all around us. They 
refuse to come to Christ that they 
might have life. “No man regard- 
ed.” Here is more than a refusal 
y-here is a closed ear, a rebuff, 
and a brutal disregard. “Ye have 
set at nought all my counsel.” 
The Word of God has been consid- 
ered as nothing, yet God says that 
His Word is eternal, and that 
Heaven and earth shall pass away, 
but His Word shall not pass away. 


“Ye would none of my reproof.” 


fear cometh. One day the tables 
will be turned. One day you will 
reap what you have sown. 


It was Sam Jones who told the 


story of the wealthy man who had 
an only son. The boy was the pride 
of his heart. He sent him to col- 
lege. He did everything that he 
could to make him a real man; 
but when the boy came home 
from school, instead of an ed- 
ucated, refined, gentleman, he re- 
turned a drunken sot. 


After coming home as a drunk, 
the father continued to give the 
boy every kindness and to seek 
to help him to overcome his weak- 
ness. The boy went from bad to 
worse, and the father was under 
great strain because of the sin 
of the boy. 


One day the father drove into 
town, got out of his carriage, and 
started walking down the side- 
walk. He met his drunken son. 
The boy, in a rage from the 
whisky, took hold of his father, 
cursed him, and handled him 
roughly. The father turned and 
went away, and returned to his 
home. As loved ones watched him, 
they could see from his face that 
an awful change was taking place 
in his mind and heart. When he 
arrived home, he walked down to 
the far edge of a grove of trees. 
When he reached the fartherest 
point from the house, he was seen 
to clasp his hands above his head 
and give the most awful screams 
that ever escaped human lips. He 
took his hands down and: then 
placed his hands above his head 
again, and a wail of infinite des- 
pair, as loud almost as human 
voice. could be pitched, escaped 
his lips. Then he threw his hands 
up one more time, and such a- 
nother wail, scarcely ever greeted 
the ear of human beings! Then he 
turned calmly around and walked 
back to the house. 


In about half an hour the drunk- 
en boy came staggering up the 
steps and the father met him on 
the porch. The father turned him 
around and sent him away with 
these words, “Stay off these prem- 
ises forever. You are no longer 
anything to me. I have cut loose 
from you forever.” 


Ten days from that time the 
poor miserable boy died in the 
gutter. His father did not go near 
him. He did not attend the fun- 
eral. He paid no more attention 
than if he had been a stranger 


I say that this is a sad story, 
but it illustrates an eternal prin- 
ciple in the judgements of God. 
Men who laugh and mock at God, 
and refuse His Son, will one day 
have to fate God’s refusal of them. 
This is a solemn thought, and 
should shake and move the heart 
of every person here. 


A few moments ago I mention- 
ed Christ weeping over Jerusalem. 
If there is ever a place on the 
earth that Christ loved, it. was 
Jerusalem. He longed for the place 
and prayed for the people, and one 
day He poured out His lament 
over the city, and closed with these 
words, ‘“‘Behold, your house is 
left unto you desolate.” 

Now is the time to consider 
your course, repent of your sins, 
and believe on Christ. If you light- 
ly shake your head and refuse

will attend to the matter of my 
soul.” She retired-again, but found 
no. sleep, -and--arose again, - and 
wrote, “Next week I will attend 
to the matter of my soul.” Then 
she slept soundly. The next day 
she went into the scenes of gaiety, 
The following day she was sick, 
and the middle of the next week 
she died. Delirium lifted from her 
mind just long enough for her to 
say, “I am a week too late. I am 
lost.” 


Those who delay the matter of 
salvation will be too late. Now 
is the accepted time.

His be the Victor’s Name 
Who fought the fight alone, 
Triumphant saints no honor claim, 
His conquest was their own. 


By weakness and defeat

sin. We have a list of the heroes 
of faith who have fought and 
overcome in Hebrews 11, and in 
chapter 12 we read, 


“Wherefore seeing we also are 
compassed about with so great a 
cloud of witnesses, let us lay aside 
every weight and the sin which 
doth so easily beset us, and let us 
run with patience the race that is 
set before us, looking unto Jesus, 
the author and finisher of faith, 
who for the joy that was set be- 
fore him, endured the cross, de- 
spising the shame, and is set down 
at the right hand of the throne of 
God.”—vss. 1, 2. 


Bless, bless the Conqueror. slain; 


Slain in His victory; 
He lived, He died, He lives again, 
For thee, His Church, for thee. 


We likewise are running a race 
and for us as for Him there is a 
crown at the end. It is of this 
the apostle Paul writes when he 
speaks of 


“An Incorruptible Crown,” 


in I Corinthians 9:24, He has been 
speaking of service—of his own 
call to preach the gospel—of the 
importance of faithfully fulfilling 
his ministry; and then he uses the 
striking illustration of these clos- 
ing verses: 


“Know ye not that they which 
yun in a@ race, run all, but one 
receiveth the prize? So run, that 
ye may obtain.” 


It is not salvation of which he 
speaks. We do not obtain the gift 
of God—eternal life—by diligence, 
or by “running.” 


“It is not of him that willeth, 


nor of him that runneth, but of|' 


God that showeth mercy.’—Rom. 
9:16. 


But we are, as Christians, run- 
ning a race—we are contending in 
the arena—and for the victors 


there are fairer crowns than ever | | 


were bestowed on the winners in 
the Olympic games or on the 
battle-fields of earth. Let us then 
see to it that we so run that we 
may obtain the reward. 

In the next verse he goes on to 
remind them that “every man that 
striveth for the mastery is tem- 
perate in all things.” The youth 
who would win the race is careful 
to subdue his natural appetites, to 
*“‘train down” to the proper weight, 
to hold himself in check lest by 
self-indulgence on any line he un- 
fit himself for the contest. 


“Now they do it to obtain a 
corruptible crown, but we an in- 
corruptible.” 


In a few hours the laurel wreath 
will fade or the metallic circle 
tarnish and corrode. We are striv- 
ing for an imperishable prize, a 
crown that is incorruptible. 

All believers who die will be 
raised in the first resurrection to 
incorruptibility (as I Cor. 15 as- 
sures us), but the incorruptible 
crown is the prize for faithfully 
running the Christian race. It is 
the Master’s “Well Done!” at the 
end of the course. 

With such a reward in view, 
what an incentive do I have for 
holy living—for self-denying de- 
votion to Christ. Into this Paul 
himself fully entered. He-says; 


“I therefore so run, not as un- 
certainly; so fight I, not as one 


that beateth the air; but I keep) 
under my body and bring it into 


subjection; lest that by any means, 


when I have preached to others, 


I myself should be a castaway.” 
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This last word is the negative 
form of the word that means “ap- 
proved.” It means therefore ‘‘dis- 
approved,’ or “rejected.” 

The apostle covets above all else 
the Lord’s approval. He would re- 
ceive the victor’s incorruptible 
wreath at the hands of Him who 
once wore the crown of thorns. 
With this in view he will not per- 
mit the body to be master. He will 
hold its tendencies in check that 
he may not by any possibility 
bring dishonor on his Lord’s name 
through any carnal indulgence, 
and so miss His approbation at 
last. 


How many a one has preached 
to others who has been set aside 
as a servant and—in some in- 
stances—proves utterly unworthy 
even to bear the name of Christian 
because he has not held his body 
under but has given way to fleshly 
lusts and passions which war 
against the soul. 


To preach well is but to increase 
one’s condemnation if one does not 
live well. Like the clean beasts of 
old, mouth and foot must agree, 
speech and walk must both be 
according to godliness, if one 
would win the crown. 


The race may seem long, and 
the way rough and difficult, but 
the reward is sure for him who 
keeps his eye on Christ and fol- 
lows on in the footprints He has 
left on the wilderness road. To 
save one’s’ life is to lose it. To 
lose it now for His name’s sake 
is to keep it unto life eternal, and 
thus to win the _ incorruptible 
crown. 


“The Crown of Rejoicing” 


In I Thessalonians the second 
coming of our Lord occupies the 
prominent place. It may be said 
to be the theme of the epistle. In 
some aspect it is referred to in 
every chapter. In chapters1 we 


read of the Thessalonian believers 
that they had 


“Turned to God from idols to 
serve the living and true God, and 
to wait for his Son from heaven.” 


Waiting for the Son—and serv- 
ing while they wait! What blessed 
and holy occupation was theirs! 
May it be ours too. 

In chapter 3 (for I pass over 
chapter 2 for the moment) they 
were exhorted to holiness of life 
in view of “the coming of our 
Lord Jesus Christ with all His 
saints.”’ jos 

The “blessed hope’”’ is a purifying 
hope, and an incentive to godly 
living. “Every man,” we are told, 
“that hath this hope in Him (or, 
set on Him) purifieth himself-even 
as He is pure.” =~ © -.01u-* 

The rapture—the order of events 
when the Lord descends to calli 
away His saints—is unfolded most 
preciously in chapter 4, while in 
chapter 5 we have perfect sanctifi- 
cation reached at last at “the 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ” 
(ys... 3). 

But what about chapter 2? In 
that particular section the apostle 
is writing of his own service and 
the ministry of his fellow-laborers 
in view of this glorious event. He 
thinks of the Lord’s return as the 
time of manifestation and reward 
—the time when the servant’s 
works will all be examined and 
pronounced upon by the Lord Him-

self. It will be then that the re-' 


sults of his own years of toil and 
travail will be fully made known. 
Of this he is assured: the souls 
he has led to Christ will be a 
eause of thanksgiving then. So 
he writes—and to his own con- 
verts, be it noted— 


“What is our hope, or joy, or 
crown of rejoicing? Are-not even 
ye in the presence of our Lord 
Jesus Christ at his coming? For 
ye are our glory and joy.” 


He speaks in a similar strain in 
Philippians 4:1: 


“My brethren, dearly beloved 
and longed for,apy joy and crown.” 


They too were the fruit of his 


‘ministry, and, like the Corinthians,

Someone has said, 
“God has wonderful things to dis- 
play if He could only get the 
show-cases.” Paul was such a 
“show-case”; “that in me,” he 
Bays, “Jesus Christ might show 
forth all long-suffering.” Oh, may 
we too—you and I, my reader— 
be used to display the grace of 
Christ to a lost world and to at- 
tract men to Himself. Such will 
be our joy and crown when He 
seturns to reckon with His ser- 
vants. 


“The Crown of Righteousness” 


Second Timothy 4 is a marvelous 
chapter to have been penned by a 
worn old man in a Roman death- 
cell, just waiting for the summons 
to the last act of a martyrdom 
that had already lasted half of 
an ordinary life-time. It was prob- 
ebly written from an underground 
dungeon in the Mamertine Prison. 
After a few years’ liberty follow- 
ing his first imprisonment, Paul 
had been re-arrested and sentenc- 
ed to death for the fearful crime of 
eine eh “another King, one Je- 

us!” His had been a life of almost 
labvedible hardships for the gos- 
pel’s sake and now his sun seemed 


to be setting in a night of darkness 


gnd unrelieved gloom. 

But the aged apostle did not so 
consider it. Whatever the then- 
present sufferings. he saw. the 
glory belond. And his valedictory 
letter to his companion in.wmany 
goumneys and conflicts ends with 


note of triumph such as this‘ 


The unsaved may not relish | 
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“Henceforth there is laid up for 
me a crown of righteousness, 
which the Lord, the righteous 


Judge, shall give me at that day; 
and not to me only, but unto all 
them also that love his appear- 
ing!” 


May we not say that this last 
expression gives us the secret of 
Paul’s devotion to the cause of 
righteousness? He loved—loved 
passionately—the glorious appear- 
ing of the Lord Jesus Christ; 
therefore he could count all else 
but dross that he might win 
Christ’s approval in that day of 
manifestation. 

All believers are ‘‘made_ the 
righteousness of God in Christ.” 
To every one who has trusted Him 
He is Jehovah Tsidkenu, “The Lord 
our Righteousness.” 


But the crown of righteousness 
is the reward—as_ distinguished 
from “the gift of righteousness’ — 
which will adorn the brow of every 
one who has manifested by a life 
of practical righteousness and de- 
votion to the Saviour’s interests in 
this world, that he truly loved the 
appearing of our Lord Jesus. 


“Every man that hath this hope 
in him [or set on Him, i.e., on the 
Coming One], purifieth himself 
even as he is pure.” 


Nothing is so conducive to a 
life of integrity before God and 
uprightness before men as an 
abiding sense in the soul of the 
near coming of the Lord. He who 
truly waits for God’s Son from 
heaven will be found serving the 
living and true God day by day. 


To profess to hold the doctrine 
of the pre-millennial coming of 
Christ is one thing. To be really 
held by it is quite another. He 
whose life is unrighteous, whose 
spirit is worldly, whose outlook on 
life is carnal and selfish, has never 
yet learned tolove His appearing. 
Nor will such ever obtain the 
crown of righteousness in that day. 
It is alone for those who, esteem- 
ing the reproach of Christ greater 
riches than all earth’s boasted 
treasures, live now in view of then, 
because, like Moses, they “have 
respect unto the recompense of the 
reward.” 

Oh, how small and insignificant 
will the things that worldlings and 
carnal Christians live for, seem 
“in that day!”’ May we then truly 
so love His appearing as to gladly 
follow His steps now.
